Fears over Army rehab closure 


The Government has been 
urged to consult the local 
community before decid¬ 
ing the fate of the coun¬ 
try’s leading rehabilitation 
centre for injured 
servicemen. 

In early April the Min¬ 
istry of Defence (MoD) is 
expected to announce 
whether it will create a 
new £300m complex at 
Stanford Hall, an 18th cen¬ 
tury estate near Loughbor¬ 
ough by 2017, to replace 
Headley Court. 

Headley Court near 
Epsom boasts a world-class 
team of 400 staff and state- 
of-the-art facilities, many 
of which have been donat¬ 
ed by the public. 

A Medicinema, launched 
with funds raised by the 
Royal British Legion, 
opened at Headley Court 
last October, a £17m MoD- 
funded treatment and ac¬ 
commodation centre was 
launched in September 
2012, and a £8.5m Help for 
Heroes Rehabilitation Cen¬ 
tre was opened in 2010. 

Mole Valley Councillor 
David Preedy, who repre¬ 
sents Headley, fears this 
will all be lost if the new 
centre is approved and 


by HARDEEP MATHARU 
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believes the MoD is consid¬ 
ering outright closure of 
Headley Court as a mili¬ 
tary facility. 

On Tuesday night Mole 
Valley District council 
passed his motion calling 
on the Government to 
carry out consultations lo¬ 
cally on all potential uses 
for Headley Court before 
making a final decision. 

Coun Preedy said: “There 
are obvious local concerns 
about future uses for an 
important site in the 
greenbelt. 

“It is considered likely 
that some of the medical 
experts may decide not to 
move elsewhere and some 
of the expertise that has 
been developed at Headley 
Court may be lost. 

“Finally, there will no 
longer be a role for the 
Help for Heroes centre that 
so many people contribut¬ 
ed towards.” 

The MoD said it does not 
own Headley Court and if a 
decision is taken to estab¬ 
lish a Defence and National 
Rehabilitation Centre in 
the Midlands (DNRC), the 


future use of the site will 
be decided by the trustees. 

In a statement, it said: “In 
October 2011 we an¬ 
nounced the findings of a 
feasibility study into the 
concept of a DNRC. The 
study made a convincing 
case for establishing a new 
facility in the Midlands. 
Work on the project is 
under way, however no de¬ 
cision has yet been taken.” 

Peter Haslam, a spokes¬ 
man for Headley Court, 
said its commanding offi¬ 
cer told staff a decision is 
due by early April. 

He said: “Surgeon Cap¬ 
tain Paul Hughes spoke to 
the civilian staff at Christ¬ 
mas. He knew it would be 
on their minds. They are 
being kept up to speed.” 

When the Epsom 
Guardian revealed plans 
for the DNRC last Febru¬ 
ary, resident Tony 
Goatham, whose son 
Alwyn is due to return to 
Afghanistan this year, said 
he would be very upset and 
shocked if it closed “be¬ 
cause of the amount Help 
for Heroes has put into it”. 

Help for Heroes said it 
was unable to comment 
until a decision is made.

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No merger for Rosebery

Characters leap off 
page for book week 


An organisation that owns 
most of Epsom’s social 
housing has pulled out of 
merger talks with another 
housing association which 
could have made it one 
of the country’s biggest 
housing groups. 

In August, the Epsom 
Guardian revealed that 
Rosebery Housing Associa¬ 
tion, which manages about 
2,500 properties, predomi¬ 
nantly in Epsom and Ewell, 
intended to merge with 
Raglan Housing. 

Both boards had agreed in 
principle that Rosebery 
would become a subsidiary 
of Raglan, which owns and 
managers five times as 
many homes across nearly 
100 local authorities. 

A separate deal was also 
spoken of between Raglan 
and Jephson Housing Asso¬ 
ciation Group, which would 
make Raglan one of the 
largest in the UK. 

But, Rosebery Housing 
Association revealed on 
Tuesday that it will remain 
as an independent organisa¬ 
tion after it decided not 
to continue with the discus¬ 
sions. 

Anna Hammond, Rosebery 
board chairwoman, said: 


“After careful consideration 
we believe the outcome to be 
in the best interests of both 
residents and the business. 

“We would like to thank 
everyone who took the time 
to respond to the consulta¬ 
tion and tell us what you 
thought. 

“Now we are clear on the 
future direction for Rose¬ 
bery, as an independent or¬ 
ganisation, we will be 
powering ahead with some 
exciting projects that will 
improve the services we 
provide.” 

She said these projects 
include developing 195 new 
homes, extending its cus¬ 
tomer offer, supporting resi¬ 
dents back into work, 
reducing fuel poverty and 
its carbon footprint, invest¬ 
ing in technology to change 
the way it works, and 
relocating its offices and 
rebranding. 

Epsom Council trans¬ 
ferred its council housing 
stock to Rosebery in 1994. 

Besides Epsom, Rosebery 
has some properties in Mole 
Valley, Reigate and Banstead 
and surrounding areas, 
while Raglan covers 
swathes of the Midlands 
and the south of England.

GPs’ health promise 
after review collapse 


Surrey Downs GPs have said they 
want to continue working closely 
with hospitals in South West 
London following the collapse of 
the controversial Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review. 

The multi-million pound review, 
which Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group (SDCCG) 
pulled-out of in November, had 
involved St Helier, Kingston, Croy¬ 
don and St George’s hospitals, and 
proposed to downgrade Epsom 
and St Helier’s accident and 
emergency (A&E), children’s and 
maternity units. 

Croydon, Kingston, Merton, 
Richmond, Sutton and Wands¬ 
worth clinical commissioning 
groups announced on Tuesday 
that they had no plans to continue 
further with the review and that a 
five-year strategy would instead 
be outlined in June. 

In a statement, Dr Claire Fuller, 
clinical chairwoman of SDCCG, 
said that it would continue to work 
with hospitals in London and 
Surrey to improve care. 

She said: “Our priority is on 
driving up quality of care for 
local people and we continue to 
work with local hospitals and 
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healthcare providers to deliver 
real improvements. 

“Our close proximity to London 
means we will always want to 
continue to work closely with 
colleagues across the borders, in¬ 
cluding those in south west Lon¬ 
don, and this will not change. 

“Our plans for the future focus 
on better and more integrated care 
and this will involve working 
closely with Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals trust, Kingston hospital 
trust and East Surrey hospital as 
our main hospitals, as well as 
other London hospitals and CCGs 
in Surrey and south west London, 
to ensure our local people receive 
the best possible healthcare.” 

The chief executive of Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital Trust 
Matthew Hopkins said it had been 
a “long road” and thanked pa¬ 
tients, staff and volunteers for 
staying focused on providing high 
quality care to patients. 

He said: “We are absolutely 
committed to working with our 
clinical commissioning groups in 
further improving healthcare 


in the region.” 

Epsom health campaigner Jane 
Race said she thought SDCCG 
might well want to be involved in 
discussions surrounding the new 
five-year strategy. 

She said: “I would imagine while 
there are still links between 
Epsom and St Helier they would be 
taking a role within it but at this 
point we have to wait and see. 
SDCCG seems to be doing a good 
job so far. 

“Obviously we have to wait and 
see with the five-year review. It’s 
important that any reorganisation 
is based on strong evidence going 
forward.” 

But Bess Harding, founder of the 
Epsom Medical Equipment Fund, 
voiced concerns about Epsom 
Hospital being involved in another 
reconfiguration review down the 
line. 

She said: “As long as Epsom isn’t 
hauled into it again and more 
money is not wasted which could 
go into healthcare. 

“But if we are part of St Helier I 
don’t see how they can separate us 
unless they split the trust. How 
can you run two different methods 
for the hospitals under one trust?”

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Replica gun taken from bunker 


Anyone spotted carrying 
replica AK47s stolen a week 
ago risks being shot by police 
a war games organiser has 
warned. 

Thieves used an oxyacetaline 
torch to cut their way through 
four locks and a thick metal 
door to take the 10 airsoft BB 
guns, 50 distraction grenades 
and a generator, from a flood¬ 
ed bunker complex in Ashley 
Road, Epsom. 

Police said although the 
weapons are not dangerous 
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they may have been stolen to 
use in other crimes. 

Now the owners of the 
weapons, who run Elite Ac¬ 
tion Games, have warned that 
the weapons are so realistic 
that firearm officers could 
open fire on anyone carrying 
them. 

At the tunnels on Monday 
John - who did not want his 
surname used - pointed to one

of his remaining replica guns 
and said: “To the untrained 
eye the guns look realistic, 
which is why we called the 
police. 

“We do not want some kid 
getting shot because some 
firearm officer is going to 
shoot them. 

“There’s a degree of respon¬ 
sibility with all this that goes 
beyond playing with toy guns.” 

The break-in took place 
sometime between 5pm on 
Sunday, February 9, and 4pm 
on Monday, February 10, and 
the thieves escaped with a 
haul estimated to be worth 
several thousand pounds. 

The replica weapons, had 
just been salvaged from up to 


8ft of flood water currently in 
the tunnels, and the thieves’ 
job was made easier because 
street lights were not working 
on Ashley Road. 

After the break-in, a small 
trolley was found by a fence 
next to trees that mask the se¬ 
cluded entrance to the World 
War II shelter. 

John said: “They came for 
the generator and got very 
lucky because the guns were 
boxed up, waiting for them. 

“We suspect it was someone 
we know unfortunately. They 
knew exactly where to cut the 
door.” 

PC Gemma Taylor said: 
“Although the stolen weapons 
are replicas, to the untrained

eye these items could cause 
panic and alarm therefore we 
need to locate them as soon as 
possible to avoid this. 

’’There is always the possi¬ 
bility this was done to commit 
further crime and I would 
urge anyone who feels threat¬ 
ened not to take any risks and 
call police immediately.” 

On top of the theft the 
wargamers are trying to cope 
with floodwater in the tunnels 
which rose again at the week¬ 
end. 

John said: “That’s insult to 
injury. It’s a bit soul destroy¬ 
ing. 

“The club is devastated by 
the flooding because we can¬ 
not operate. The water is com¬ 
ing in under pressure so it can 
only be the water table. We 
have never seen it this deep 
before.” 

The tunnels were built at 
the start of the war to shelter 
more than 2,000 people from 
German bombs.

Councils defy Pickles over tax 


Surrey Police and Surrey 
County Council have both de¬ 
cided to raise council tax by 
1.99 per cent bringing the 
total increase for Band D 
households to £30.68 a year.

Councillors have defied the 
Government by approving a 
council tax hike just short of 
the threshold needed to trig¬ 
ger a referendum. 

On Tuesday night, a majori¬ 
ty of Epsom councillors voted 
to increase council tax by 1.9 
per cent in the coming year as 
the squeeze on its funding 
continues to bite. 

Eric Pickles, Secretary of 
State for Communities and 
Local Government, has 
branded councils skirting 
just below the 2 per cent 
referendum threshold as 
“democracy dodgers”. 
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But the Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (RA) ruling party hit 
back at his interference and 
rejected a 1 per cent grant of¬ 
fered by the Government in 
return for a council tax 
freeze. 

After the full council meet¬ 
ing, RA Councillor Neil 
Dallen, chairman of the 
scrutiny committee, said: 
“Why should national Gov¬ 
ernment dictate to us what 
we should do? 

“We believe Eric Pickles is

interfering too much in local 
government.” 

In his budget speech, Coun 
Dallen said they are braced 
for a 13 per cent funding cut 
for 2014-15 and their grant 
will be £1.5m less than 
it was four years 
ago.

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Epsom dentist let my 
teeth rot for years’ 


A dentist who failed to treat the 
severely decaying teeth of a pen¬ 
sioner for three-and-a-half years 
committed serious failings 
amounting to misconduct, a den¬ 
tal committee has ruled. 

Hinal Mahendra Patel, the prin¬ 
cipal dentist at Epsom Dental 
Care, in Dorking Road, Epsom, 
had 11 conditions imposed on his 
practice for two years with imme¬ 
diate effect, at a hearing of the 
General Dental Council’s (GDC) 
professional conduct committee 
on February 7. 

The committee found all but 
two of the 21 charges against Mr 
Patel to be proven. 

These included failing to take 
radiographs, poor record keep¬ 
ing and failing to assess, treat 
and monitor the presence of 
caries - a bacterial infection also 
known as tooth decay. 

The committee’s report said: 
“Many of the failures in this case 
were basic and repeated over a 
sustained period of time. 

“You failed to adhere to basic 
protocols of dental practices, 
even though you were aware that 
you should have followed such 
guidance.” 

The affected patient, a woman 
in her 60s who wishes to remain 
anonymous, was seen by him 14 
times between 2008 and 2012, but

it was only in March 2012, when 
he took an x-ray of her teeth, on 
her request, that severe decay 
was revealed. 

She said: “I was leaving each 
appointment thinking I had been 
given a clean bill of health when, 
in fact, my teeth were rotting. 
The decay was going completely 
undetected. It is scandalous. 

“He is an absolute menace to 
the public.” 

She is now having extensive 
restorative treatment from a pri¬ 
vate specialist, which she esti¬ 
mates will cost her £9,000. 

The woman said she now has 
big gaps in her mouth that affect 
her smile, and she can only chew 
on one side of her mouth. 

She said: “I am very angry and 
upset about this. It’s too late for 
me but I want people to be 
warned and to check the state of 
their teeth if they had appoint¬ 
ments with Mr Patel. 

“I would still have my teeth if it 
wasn’t for Mr Patel, and he’s a 
dentist. Never mind the fancy 
fish tank in the surgery, it really 
is the quality of the care.” 

The committee did not consider 
it necessary to suspend Mr Patel 
to protect the public. 


It said he explained that 
ineffective management of ap¬ 
pointment bookings, not receiv¬ 
ing the expected level of support 
from other dentists when he took 
over the practice in 2008, and not 
seeking support from colleagues 
and organisations when that hap¬ 
pened, led to the shortcomings. 

At the time of the hearing, he 
had employed another dentist to 
help out with his patients, had 
not taken on any new patients 
and said he did not intend to. 

In its report, the committee 
said: “You have some insight into 
the deficiencies in your profes¬ 
sional practice and are taking 
positive steps to address them.” 

The conditions imposed on him 
include that he must continue 
working with a postgraduate 
dean or director on a personal de¬ 
velopment plan and allow a re¬ 
porter to provide reports to the 
GDC on his work. 

Responding to the Epsom 
Guardian in a statement, Mr 
Patel said: “I am sorry that the 
treatment did not go as we both 
would have wished and I accept 
the decision by the GDC. 

“Although I cannot comment 
specifically about individual 
cases due to patient confidentiali¬ 
ty, the welfare of my patients is 
always my first concern.”

Politicians warned on gypsies 


A charity representing 
the gypsy and traveller 
community has war¬ 
ned politicians not to 
use the issue of where 
new permanent pitches 
should be situated as a 
“political football”. 

Mike Doherty, of the 
Travellers Movement, 
and George Lister, 
chairman of the Sus¬ 
sex Traveller and 
Gypsy Group, have 
spoken about the issue. 

Their letter said: 
“Gypsies and travellers 
living on authorised 
sites pay rates, bills 


and taxes in the same 
way as people living in 
houses. 

“Epsom and Ewell 
Council has a duty to 
provide housing for all 
its residents, including 
gypsies and travellers. 

“When the proposals 
for new pitches finally 
come out and gypsies 
and travellers are 
again in danger of be¬ 
coming a political foot¬ 
ball, can we please ask 
all the campaigners to 
mind their language 
and be aware of our 
common humanity?” 


They said that they 
have contacted the 
Equalities and Human 
Rights Commission 
with their concerns 
about what has been 
said so far. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said it 
could not now give any 
timescale for when de¬ 
tails of proposed new 
sites will be published 
or considered, except 
to say that they will go 
to the planning policy 
committee “later in the 
year”, with a consulta¬ 
tion to follow.

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Sandbag row 

Epsom Council has quashed 
a rumour it has been sell¬ 
ing sandbags to residents 
in Ewell. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
contacted by one angry 
Ashtead resident who had 
heard Epsom Council had 
asked residents to pay for 
sandbags distributed in 
Ewell on February 11. 

But a council spokesman 
categorically denied this. 

He said: “Epsom and 
Ewell Council does not 
offer sandbags for sale in 
times of flood. 

“If flooding is imminent, 
free sandbags are provided 
by the council for all homes 
at risk. If the council 
deems there is not a flood¬ 
ing risk, sandbags are not 
offered. 

“Some residents remain 
concerned. These residents 
are advised that they can 
purchase their own sand¬ 
bags from elsewhere.” 

He said the council had 
given sandbags to flood-hit 
Chertsey, but not to the det¬ 
riment of Epsom residents. 


Time to spring into action 



A woman who drank at Ewell 
springs as a girl believes the 
current flooding is the result 
of a series of poor decisions 
made over many years. 

Valerie Brewer, pictured, 74, 
who has lived in Ewell Village 
since the age of four, used to 
drink the spring water that 
bubbled up through the gravel 
and sand outside Bourne Hall 
Park. 

She lives in London Road, 
just yards from the flood, 
which has covered part of the 
road for over a month.

with over-pumping and a lack 
of dredging over the years 
had all helped create the 
conditions for this year’s 
flood. 

She explained the nearby 
ponds had been lined with 
clay to retain more water 
after the springs started 
to dry-up. This happened 
when the Sutton Water 
Company station at

She said: “With this rain we 
have had it seems the springs 
are working again, but with all 
the things they have done to 
the water course, it has got 
lost.” 

In the past, the Hogs- 
mill river and the ponds 
had been dredged. 

She said: “The dredg¬ 
ing saved Ewell Vil¬ 
lage, even then we 
also had a water 
splash.” 

She believes 
the flooding 
could have be¬ 
en prevented 


had the water course been 
properly dredged and sluices 
gates opened at the site of 
the old flour mill, now the 
Samaritans. 

Mrs Brewer said: “The part 
of the river from the mill to the 
weir and on to Ewell Court 
House was dredged several 
times a year. All the weed and 
the dirt from the river would 
be left on the banks allowing 
insects to go back into the 
river. We did have kingfishers, 
fish and herons.”

'Bore a hole to drain Bourne Hall water’ 


An engineer has blamed Ewell 
Village’s persistent flood on a 
failure to clean out drains and 
widen water courses. 

Graeme Hitching, a former 
technician for a multinational 
engineering company, who 
lives in Hook Road, Epsom, 
said workmen at the site out¬ 
side Bourne Hall said the 
flooding was because Surrey 
County Council had not 
cleaned the road drains. 

Mr Hitching explained that 
sluice gates were only opened 
last Friday and action must be 
taken to unblock pipes under 
the road and suck the sedi¬ 
ment out of highway drains. 

He said: “The body of water 
by the monument, behind the 
bus stop is flowing into the 
lake. 

“Therefore, boring a hole 



between the two would lower 
the level outside Bourne Hall. 

“In the long-term, there 
needs to be widening of the 
water course under Kingston 
Road, adjacent to the old ford 
and under the mill itself.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “The main 
problem is when the levels of 
water in the pools either side 
of London Road are as high as 
they have been for several 
weeks, the water on the 
road loses its chief escape 
route. 

“We are aware of the part 
the highways drainage may 
play, and before the flooding 
began we were already inves¬ 
tigating it and had made a 
change to see if this would 
help clear water on the 
Bourne Hall side of the road.” 


MP urges injection of flood money 


Mole Valley’s MP is push¬ 
ing for insurers to pay out, 
a fair share of Government 
money for Surrey and for 
better flood defences. 

Sir Paul Beresford, pic¬ 
tured visiting Mrs Shipp, of 
Canon Grove, Fetcham, 
said he is helping flood vic¬ 
tims in his constituency 
who are struggling with in¬ 
surers, and has been in con¬ 
tact with the Environment 
Agency, Department for En¬ 
vironment, Food and Rural 
Affairs and Surrey County 


Council. But he said: “The 
weather forecast is for huge 
storms next week. We have 
got to sit tight.” 

He criticised Thames 
Water, the company provid¬ 
ing sewerage services to 
the area, for planning to 
raise bills by close to 9 per 
cent. He said “I am trying 
to work with the county 
council and Mole Valley 
District Council to try to 
put pressure on Thames 
Water. I want a long-term 
response.”

Epsom’s business devel¬ 
opment manager Adam 
Worley said the bucket 
was: “Not ideal as part of 
the welcoming experience 
of Epsom.” 

A Southern spokesman 
said: “Responsibility to ad¬ 
dress the issue is with the 
developer, Solum and Net¬ 
work Rail, further tests are 
being carried out to estab¬ 
lish the cause. 

“Remedial works have 
taken place twice over the 
last couple of months, but 
it appears that the problem 
has still not been resolved. 

“We are in contact with 
Solum/Network Rail and 
Kier Construction to have 
this resolved as a priority 
and would like to apologise 
to our passengers for any 
inconvenience while the 
problem continues.”

Historian’s search for 
missing white ensign

Mystery surrounds the disap¬ 
pearance of a historic flag donat¬ 
ed to a church after the biggest 
naval battle of the Great War. 

A local historian, who started 
the campaign to get St Barnabas 
in Temple Road, Epsom, to rein¬ 
state its rolls of honour discov¬ 
ered that the same church was 
given a white ensign from HMS 
Warrior that sank after the Battle 
of Jutland in May 1916. 

An article in the Epsom Adver¬ 
tiser, dated June 23, 1916, said a 
white ensign from the Warrior 
had been placed at the church 
after being brought back by an 
assistant signaller who was on 
the 500ft armoured cruiser. 

The sailor, who lived in Epsom, 
was one of 743 survivors rescued 
from the burning ship after the 
battle, during which it was hit by 
21 shells fired at close range by 
four German battleships. 

The white ensign is the symbol 
of the Royal Navy, flown on all 
ships when at sea. 

The missing ensign - which 
carries the red cross of St George 
on a white background with the 
Union Flag in the top left corner 
- could have been the one flying 
on the yardarm of the Warrior 
during the battle. 

The church is planning to 
create a new memorial this year 
after Clive Gilbert, a volunteer 
researcher at Epsom and Ewell 
Local and Family History Centre, 
found its rolls of honour from the 
two world wars in an archives in 
Woking. 

Mr Gilbert discovered a refer¬ 
ence to the white ensign while 
looking at microfilm at Bourne 
Hall Library in Ewell. 
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War ship: HMS Warrior sank after the Battle of Jutland in May 
1916 and, inset, the white ensign brought back and placed in 
St Barnabas Church by a local member of the crew 

Mr Gilbert said: “The Battle of 
Jutland was the big naval battle 
of the Great War. 

“The battle cost the lives of 
over 6,000 British sailors and 
2,500 German sailors. 

“Although British losses were 
greater, the British Navy was 
much bigger than the German 
navy, which did not engage in 
any large battle again.” 

Asked last week about the miss¬ 
ing ensign, the Rev Michael 
Preston, retiring vicar of St 
Barnabas, said: “There is no ref¬ 
erence to it whatsoever. 

“We have not got records that 
go back that far.” 

Mr Preston had earlier said he 
could not find any reference 
either to a candlestick donated by 
the parents of a World War II 
soldier who is named on one of 
the rolls. 

But Mr Preston said he had

found out that a copy of a copy of 
a painting by famous Italian 
painter Francesco Francia (1450- 
1517), which had been behind the 
altar, had been sold-off in 2003. 

He said: “The painting had be¬ 
come very dark with age, appar¬ 
ently something to do with tar 
based pigments.” 

Do you know who the sailor 
was or what happened to the 
ensign?

Planned closure of 
care home ‘abysmal’ 


Elderly and infirm residents face 
upheaval and upset as a nursing 
home in Kingswood prepares to 
close. 

The relative of three residents, 
in their 80s and 90s, has spoken 
out against the shock decision to 
close Winscombe Nursing Home 
in Furze Hill. 

Carol Miller, whose aunt and 
uncle joined another aunt, 94, at 
the home in December, said they 
only found out about the decision 
on Thursday, February 6. 

Mrs Miller, from Salisbury 
Road, Worcester Park, said: “I am 
so angry and upset that everyone, 
staff and residents as well as 
their families, should now be fac¬ 
ing this dilemma due to the obvi¬ 
ous mismanagement of Bupa. 

“Short notice of this earth-shat¬ 
tering meeting was given to staff 
and families alike and the an¬ 
nouncement was conducted in 
the same abysmal manner. 

“There are now 18 elderly and 
disabled folk who can no longer 
take comfort that their future will 
be happy or secure.” 

Her aunts and uncle, who used 
to live in Tolworth, are having to 
move along with the care home 
staff to another Bupa nursing 
home called Tadworth Grove in 
the Avenue, Tadworth. 

But Mrs Miller said Tadworth 
Grove has been underachieving 
for years according to reports of 
Care Quality Commission

(CQC) inspections. 

She said: “Why should Bupa 
think that residents should jump 
at the chance of moving from a 
perfectly good home where they 
are happy and well-cared for to 
a home that is of a poorer 
standard?” 

Home manager Joanne Eaton 
said residents, who occupy 18 of 
the 30 beds at the home, are being 
moved to Tadworth Grove over 
the coming weeks. 

She said: “The decision was 
made because the home has not 
been full for quite a long time. We 
are all upset. People are getting 
more used to it now. We are able 
to accommodate all the residents 
and staff at Tadworth Grove.” 

She added: “It is looking to close 
by the end of March. It depends 
on how long it will take to get res¬ 
idents to the new home. Of course 
we do not want to rush them.” 

A statement provided by Bupa, 
said: “There are a number of care 
home places in the area and Win¬ 
scombe Nursing Home has not 
been full for some time. 

“The home is also in need of re¬ 
furbishment, which can be ex¬ 
tremely disruptive for residents. 
We have the opportunity to trans¬ 
fer residents and staff, as a group, 
to another of our homes just two 
miles away - so they stay with 


familiar faces. 

“It has been a difficult decision 
to close Winscombe but we think 
it is the right thing to do for our 
residents and people. We will be 
providing support and help for 
everyone to make the move.” 

Last year a CQC inspection re¬ 
port found that Tadworth Grove 
met standards for care and wel¬ 
fare and supporting workers but 
said: “There were not enough 
qualified, skilled and experienced 
staff to ensure people’s individu¬ 
al needs were met.” 

Back in 2011 the CQC said 
Tadworth Grove had fallen far 
short of six essential standards 
people have the right to expect. At 
the time Bupa said plans were im¬ 
mediately put in place to 
remedy the issues. 

A Bupa spokeswoman said the 
Winscombe manager will take 
over running Tadworth Grove, 
which has been refurbished and 
has more modern facilities. 

She said: “We invited residents 
and their relatives to a meeting to 
inform them of the home’s clo¬ 
sure and provided an opportunity 
for them to ask questions and 
raise any concerns they might 
have. 

“We wanted to reduce the time 
between the letter being sent and 
the meeting being held to lessen 
concern for those involved.” 

She said they will help any resi¬ 
dents wishing to live elsewhere. 


Fresh plans drawn up for sheltered homes 


Plans to build a care home on 
playing fields in Ewell Village are 
being altered following consulta¬ 
tion with local residents. 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield initially 
came forward with the plans in 
November 2013, proposing to 
build 60-unit sheltered housing 
with 24-hour care on 2.6 acres of 
the fields in Old Schools Lane. 

Following an outcry from mem¬ 
bers of the public, the plans have 
been under review, with more re¬ 
search going into the problems 
with traffic management and 



sports facilities. 

Chairman Graham Walker said: 
“We are finalising the plans and 


the analysis at the moment and 
we are hoping for much more pos¬ 
itive reaction this time around. 

“We have done more research 
and we think the proposed sports 
fields will be a credit to the 
borough.” 

The new plans will be unveiled 
at the weekend and there will be a 
further public meeting on 
Wednesday, February 26, at 
Bourne Hall starting at 6pm.

Here he writes here about the reasons why it 
is so important to keep our pets smiling.

Dental disease is one of the 
most common problems seen 
in dogs and cats. 

Unfortunately, it is often 
missed as it can be difficult to 
look in our pets’ mouths and 
so many pet owners are un¬ 
aware of the problem. Our 
pets can also be very good 
at hiding pain associated 
with dental disease and 
can appear to be com¬ 
pletely fine. 

Teeth in dogs and cats 
are very similar to 
teeth in people and so 
they are prone to very 
similar problems: 

• Plaque (a mixture of 
food particles and bacte¬ 
ria) can build up easily 
on the teeth. Plaque can 
cause many problems 
from gingivitis (in¬ 
flamed gums), mild dis¬ 
comfort and bad breath 
through to periodontal 
disease (where the struc¬ 
tures holding the teeth in 
place become damaged). 

• As plaque builds up it 
hardens into yellow or 
brown cal¬ 
culus (tar¬ 
tar) on the 
> / surface of 
^ ' the tooth. Cal¬ 
culus has a rough sur- 
face which allows more 
plaque to build up. Quickly,

dental disease will progress 
further. Eventually teeth will 
fall out due to the damage. 

The pain of dental disease is 
a major concern for our pets.

This is because 
it will enter the bloodstream 
when gums bleed and travel to 
these organs where it causes 
disease. 


As in people, dental care and 
treatment is available for our 
pets and is just as important 
as vaccinations, flea control 
and worm prevention.

If your pet is showing any of 
the signs in we’ve outlined 
here then contact your vet.

The good news is that we 
can make a big difference to 
our pet’s dental health (and 
overall health) by looking 
after our pet’s teeth as we 
would our own: Brushing 
their teeth with a toothbrush 
and pet toothpaste is the best 
way to keep them healthy! 
Your vet or vet nurse can ad¬ 
vise you on how to introduce 
this. 

If your pet already has some 
dental disease your vet will 
also be able to advise you of a 
plan to treat this disease be¬ 
fore beginning brushing. At

Luckily for Brandy this type of tumour 
responds very well to chemotherapy which 
should shrink it. 

A treatment plan was started including 
regular injections and tablets. 

Brandy comes to the clinic for all of her 
treatment as she was a bit naughty with 
her tablets at home!

Risotto Primavera 

INGREDIENTS 


4 medium shallots 

3 spring onions, trimmed 

1 small garlic clove 

250g bunch asparagus 

1.31 good quality chicken or vegetable 

stock 


1 tbsp olive oil 

85g butter 

350g Arborio Rice 

100ml dry white wine 

140g shelled peas 

lOOg parmesan, finely grated 


Chop the shallots, spring onions and garlic as finely as you possibly can. Snap the woody 
bases from the asparagus spears and discard. Slice each spear into 4 diagonal pieces. Pour 
the stock into a separate pan and bring to a simmer. 

Heat the oil and half the butter in a heavy, wide pan. Tip in the shallots, spring onions 
and garlic and cook for 3-4 mins until soft and see-through, but not brown, stirring often. 
With the heat on medium, add the rice and keep it moving with a wooden spoon for 
a few mins so it gets toasted, but not coloured, and very hot. Once it starts to hiss and 
sizzle, pour in the wine. Keep stirring for about a min until the wine has evaporated. 

Put the timer on for 20 mins (it takes 18-20 mins to add the stock), now add 11/2 ladles 
of stock, letting it simmer, not boil. Keep stirring until all the liquid is absorbed, scraping 
the sides of the pan to catch any stray bits of rice. Continue to stir and add a ladleful of 
stock once the previous amount has been absorbed. (If you add too much stock at a time 
the risotto won't be as creamy.) The rice tells you when it needs more stock. You will 
hear it sigh and when you pull a spoon across the bottom of the pan it should leave a 
clear line 

After 14 mins add the peas to the rice with some 
seasoning. At the same time, drop the asparagus 

into the stock and let it simmer for 4 mins, then lift out with a slotted spoon and add to 
the rice. Start tasting the rice now too - when done it should be softened, but with a bit 
of bite in the centre, almost chewy, and the risotto creamy - overcooking just makes it 
mushy. Continue adding stock and stirring until done (you may have a little stock left). 
Take the pan off the heat, add half the parmesan and the rest of the butter plus a splash of 
stock to keep everything moist. Put the lid on the pan and leave for 3 mins to rest. Serve 
with the remaining parmesan

Report highlights savings concerns 


But fall in number of properties on the market 


The number of properties that 
sold for above or at the original 
asking price so far in 2014 has in¬ 
creased markedly since 2013, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA). 

Figures from the NAEA January 
Housing Market Report show that 
nearly a third (32 per cent) of prop¬ 
erties sold for the original asking 
price, with one in eight 
(12 per cent) being sold for more 
than the asking price. 

This contrasts with figures from 
September 2013, when this data 
was first collected. Back then, 
under a quarter (22 per cent) of 
properties were sold for the origi¬ 
nal asking price and only seven 
percent sold for more. 

NAEA member agents also re¬ 
ported a decrease in the number of 
available properties in January, 
down from an average of 47 in De¬ 
cember 2013 to 45 in January. 

With an average of just over 350 
house hunters per NAEA member 
branch, this means there are now 
an average of eight buyers for 
every property on the market. Jan¬ 
uary is also the fourth consecutive 
month to show a drop in the num¬ 


ber of properties available in the 
housing market and represents 
the lowest figure seen since July 
2007. 

However, despite the lack of 
property for sale, the average 
number of sales increased by a 
third (33.3 percent) in January. 

Sales were up from an average of 
six per branch in December 2013 to 
eight in January - reversing the 
decrease seen in December and re¬ 
flecting the traditional resurgence 
after the holiday period. 

The proportion of first time buy¬ 
ers (FTBs) purchasing homes also 
increased, up from an average of 
26 percent in December 2013 to 28 
percent in January. 

There was an increase of 5.7 per¬ 
cent in the number of house 
hunters registering with NAEA 
member agents, up from 334 in De¬ 
cember to 353 in January - the 
highest number seen 
since March 2007 
(385). 

NAEA 

agents also re¬ 
ported that on 
average four 
percent of prop¬ 
erties sold 


per branch were sold to people 
purchasing a house using Help- 
to-Buy. This figure is up from 
three percent in December 2013 
and shows that the scheme is 
being considered when 
purchasing a house. 

Jan Hjhch, President of National 
Association of Estate Agents, said: 

“Supply has once again dropped 
and the competition for the best 
properties is really heating up. The 
growing number of house hunters 
in the market is causing buyers to 
react by offering asking price or 
over in many instances. 

“With confidence in the housing 
market increasing we are seeing 
more people looking to up-size and 
invest in property. 

“The important first time buyer 
market also remained strong in 
January, but if competition for 
property continues to grow and 
the issue of supply persists, 
many would-be buyers may

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DANGER: DON’T ignore the signs 


The AA's flood rescue team, AA 
Special Operations, is calling for a 
review of road signage around 
flooding and warning drivers of 
the penalties for ignoring them. 

Since December 1, the AA has 
attended around 3,200 flood- 
stricken vehicles, many of which 
were the result of drivers wilfully 
ignoring or misunderstanding 
road closure signs. 

Previous research by the AA and 
Environment Agency conducted 
before the recent floods showed 
that the equivalent of 680,000 
drivers would ignore a 'road 
closed' sign and drive down a 
flooded road rather than take a 
short detour. 

Darron Burness, head of the AA's 
flood rescue team, says: "While 
our crews have heard every 
excuse, it's become clear that the 
signage around flooding isn't as 
effective as it perhaps should be. 

"Part of the problem is that the

'road closed' sign isn't always 
completely understood. Some 
people may think it's just 
advisory, as it's a temporary sign 
just like those often seen at 
roadworks. For example, a lady in 
Buckinghamshire told our patrol 
that she didn't think the sign 
applied as it was only on one side 
of the road, so she simply drove 
round it. 

"But it's actually an offence to 
ignore any traffic sign, attracting 
a £50 fine, if spotted by the 
police. If it's deemed to be 
careless driving, you'll likely be 
£100 lighter and possibly get 
three points. 

"The traffic sign regulations are 
being reviewed later this year and 
we'd like to see signage around 
flooding included. 


"A 'no entry' sign, for example, 
would possibly carry more weight 
with drivers but, at the moment, 
it's for permanent situations only; 
or a police blue 'road closed' one 
would likely be more effective 
than the red one." 

AA flood rescue crews report 
particular issues with some 4x4 
drivers who deliberately ignore or 
move road closed signs. 

Darron Burness concludes: "Not 
only is it illegal but, if you get 
stuck, your insurer may well reject 
any claim, which would be a 
rather embarrassing one to 
explain. You're also potentially 
diverting the emergency services 
from a genuine emergency, so 
think about your actions - there 
are simply no excuses for driving 
into flood water."
